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The DA Who Cheated Too Much 


Tony Rackauckas can no longer claim his department is innocent in OC’s jailhouse-snitch scandal

F resh off a glowing feature on 

CBS’s 48 Hours, Deputy District 
Attorney Eric Scarbrough paced 
inside C45, often Orange Coun¬ 
ty’s most fascinating courthouse stage, 
and spoke terse sentences. Scarbrough’s 
soft facial features belie veteran tenacity, 
but on the morning of Feb. 11, he knew he 
was losing a key murder-case argument. 
He wanted two records, the latest bomb¬ 
shells in the region’s ongoing jailhouse- 
informant scandal, permanently hidden 
from the public, 
a demand Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge 
Thomas M. Goeth- 
als reluctantly 
considered. During 
five exchanges with 
Goethals, the exas¬ 
perated prosecutor 
labeled the records 
“attorney-client 
work product” 
requiring official 
secrecy and, because reporters were in 
attendance, sought to have the courtroom 
emptied before he continued speaking. 
“There is difficulty in discussing these 
documents,” he complained. 

Tony Rackauckas’ Orange County dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office (OCDA) has spent 
more than a year describing a plethora of 
unethical prosecution-team acts discov¬ 
ered in the scandal as accidents curable 
by in-house training seminars. Never 
mind that these accidents miraculously 
benefited the government in dozens of 
felony cases, or that the OCDA was his¬ 
torically recused from a death-penalty 
case last year; Rackauckas and his media 
flack Susan Kang Schroeder claim there 
is no proof of any purposeful wrongdo¬ 
ing. In their fantasy, the controversy that 
has earned national attention is a sham. 
The OCDA’s villain in the mess is Scott 
Sanders, the assistant public defender 
who singlehandedly uncovered the cheat¬ 
ing through a monumental investigative 
undertaking. Rackauckas’ surrogates are 
hitting the rubber chicken circuit in a 
retaliatory public-relations effort. Their 
message? Don’t worry, Joe and Julie Citi¬ 
zen: Our inadvertent, minor hiccups were 
corrected long ago because we’re honest 
public servants. 

But Scarbrough’s recent scene with 
Goethals destroys the OCDA’s asserted 
dedication to reforms. In fact, the battle 
over the long-concealed documents 
illustrates yet again why the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice must launch an inde¬ 
pendent investigation into our county’s 
law enforcement. Those records, which 


pertain to People v. Henry Rodriguez, 
aren’t bureaucratic dribble, as the deputy 
DA suggested. He wanted that evidence 
kept sealed because of its explosiveness. 
They prove OCDA officials knowingly hid 
exculpatory records and lied in court. 

The fight over these documents also 
expands the scope of the scandal. It turns 
out it just wasn’t Sandra Hutchens’ Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD) that 
pretended its whims for secrecy outranked 
decades’ worth of judicial orders seeking 
inmate classification records known as 
TREDs. We now know the OCDA operated 
the same scam with its informant index. 

As a consequence, thousands of pieces of 
information possessed by two government 
agencies and contradicting police versions 
of reality were kept from defense lawyers, 
judges and juries. 

Reporting of these ugly revelations is 
the scenario Scarbrough hoped to prevent 
by kicking out the press corps for the pro¬ 
tective-order discussion. Goethals, a stick¬ 
ler about keeping his courtroom open so 
citizens have confidence in judicial deci¬ 
sions, repeatedly declined the notion, but 
the deputy DA refused to concede. “We 
want those records sealed,” he insisted. 
Scarbrough then added a laughable argu¬ 
ment, claiming his motive for seeking the 
evacuation was merely to “create a clear 
record.” The judge still resisted. Scar¬ 
brough persisted, and after moments of 
silent contemplation, Goethals caved. 

Whatever additional arguments the 
deputy DA uttered aren’t known during 
the half an hour reporters spent locked 
out of the llth-floor Santa Ana courtroom. 
Upon our re-entry, Goethals—himself a 
former homicide prosecutor—indicated he 


was unsealing the records. Here’s where 
Orange County residents, legal scholars and 
the folks with the Department of Justice in 
Washington, D.C., need to pay attention. 

The newly released informant index 
records are a goldmine of OCDA prosecu¬ 
torial misconduct committed to convict 
Rodriguez a decade ago. You may not care 
about this defendant or that he may be 
innocent of first-degree murder. But how 
would you feel if law enforcement cheated 
to put you or a loved one in prison? 

A brief summary of the murder case 
is necessary. In July 1998, Richard Tovar 
killed his pregnant, 20-year-old girlfriend, 
Jeanette Espeleta, because he didn’t want 
to pay child support. Rodriguez, Tovar’s 
friend, was at Anaheim Stadium during 
the crime, but he also got charged after 
Fullerton police detectives illegally lured 
him into admitting he’d overheard Tovar 
make death threats prior to the killing and 
that he’d helped to dispose of the body. 

In 2003, a California Court of Appeal 
overturned the 2000 conviction and, leav¬ 
ing OCDA in a quandary, tossed out the 
alleged confession. 

For a second trial in 2006, prosecutor 
Cameron Talley magically produced a new 
witness, methamphetamine addict Michael 
Garrity, whom he claimed could essentially 
duplicate the banned confession. But Tal¬ 
ley needed to overcome the hurdle pre¬ 
sented by Massiah v. United States, the U.S. 
Supreme Court case that blocks police and 
their agents, such as snitches, from ques¬ 
tioning defendants who have been charged 
and have legal counsel. The OCDA insisted 
Garrity had not been a snitch, but rather 
squealed to authorities out of the goodness 
of his heart.

“We don’t have somebody who was 
ever, as far as the records indicate, used 
as a [government] plant in any of these 
cases,” Talley told Judge Frank F. Fasel, in 
a winning argument to put the snitch on 
the witness stand. “[Garrity] volunteers 
information to go forward to police in 
exchange for nothing.... At least that’s 
the [OCDA] position based on the facts 
that are before this court.” 

The state appellate court ratified the 
new conviction by accepting law enforce¬ 
ment’s version as truthful. But in “The 
TRED Deception” on April 1,2015,1 
reported what those appellate justices 
hadn’t known: OCSD hid TRED records 
proving Garrity had been a jailhouse 
rat. Also, two Fullerton Police Depart¬ 
ment officers violated Massiah by giving 
him a list of questions to ask Rodriguez. 
Responsive answers weren’t introduced at 
trial, but one of those cops, Anthony Sos- 
nowski, later got hired by Rackauckas. 

The due-process disaster got worse, 
with Goethals overruling Scarbrough’s 
secrecy demand for the related informant 
index records, records that should’ve been 
turned over to Rodriguez defense lawyer 
James Crawford more than a decade ago. 
What prosecutors never wanted the pub¬ 
lic to know is contained in two sentences. 
Despite Talley’s assurance otherwise, the 
OCDA’s informant index states, “Cl [Gar¬ 
rity] did receive consideration [for snitch¬ 
ing] on cases here in our county.” 

But it’s the second sentence that should 
trigger deafening sirens. The Feb. 10,2005, 
entry leaves no doubt OCDA officials 
didn’t make false statements or innocently 
forget to obey discovery rules. It states 
that deputy DAs had been “instructed” 
to “refrain” from giving defense lawyers 
records of Garrity’s snitch rewards. The 
tactic robbed Crawford of the ability to 
effectively cross-examine the govern¬ 
ment’s star witness, who bolstered his 
credibility by testifying he received noth¬ 
ing in exchange for the informant work. 

Fate smiled inside C45 precisely a 
decade and one day after that devastat¬ 
ing index entry. That’s when Goethals 
unsealed the records, calling the evidence 
“material” and “relevant” to Rodriguez’s 
request for a new trial, which the OCDA 
is vigorously opposing. Will this latest 
proof of prosecutorial misconduct sway 
the judge that justice has been trampled? 
Said Goethals, “I haven’t made up my 
mind yet.”

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I |^ t’s 48 degrees on a recent Wednesday 
^ night at Lake Forest Sports Park, and 
^ soccer balls are flying everywhere. 

Teams pack every inch of grass under the 
glowing stadium lights, while parents, bundled 
in jackets and hats against the cold, huddle in 
groups on the sidelines. Amidst the blur of activ¬ 
ity on the field is a serene figure dressed in a 
dark-blue sweat suit with his hands wrapped in 
gloves behind his back. Abner Rogers, the presi¬ 
dent and founder of Strikers Futbol Club (FC), 
one of Orange County’s top-tier soccer clubs, 
paces quietly—a characteristic of his coach¬ 
ing style—along the perimeter of a coned-off 
28-yard-by-16-yard grid, watching the movement 
and passes of his 18-player squad of 12- and 
13-year-old girls. 

“Open up!” Rogers tells the young Strikers 
team, reminding them not to overcrowd the 
middle of the field. A few players backpedal in 
response, creating open space for the ball to be 


played. Rogers continues around the cone-lined 
perimeter, silently measuring the movement of 
his players in relation to the ball. 

A girl loudly calls for a pass and collects it 
flawlessly, as if there were Velcro on the side of 
her foot. With bursting speed, she dribbles into 
the open space created by her teammates. She 
sees another one of her teammates streaking 
down the sideline of the grid, and with preci¬ 
sion, she sends a perfectly timed pass between 
two defenders. The ball lands on target. 

“That’s a great pass!” Rogers shouts. 

Although a skilled bunch, Rogers’ Strikers is 
among the many talented young soccer squads 
in Orange County, which has become a hotbed 
for world-class talent in recent years. But unless 
you’ve had firsthand experience with local soc¬ 
cer or keep up with women’s professional teams, 
you probably wouldn’t know OC has directly 
affected women’s soccer on the world stage. And 
the impact hasn’t been light, either. At least three 


to six players from here have made the team 
since the inaugural Women’s World Cup in 1991. 

There’s a reason for that: Behind the curtain 
of gifted female athletes in OC exists a small 
group of coaches who’ve dedicated their lives to 
the cultivation of first-class soccer. Through the 
development of quality clubs, Olympic devel¬ 
opment programs, nationally acclaimed high- 
school programs and semi-pro leagues, these 
coaches have had their hands heavily involved in 
the development of players, becoming the link 
between Orange County and world-stage soccer. 

“Today, there is an under-14 [years of age] U.S. 
Women’s National team to an under-23 national 
team,” says Tad Bobak, the program director 
for SoCal Blues, one of OC’s powerhouse soccer 
clubs. “You have multiple levels of national team 
rosters, and all of them have a good number 
of players from Southern California. Orange 
County, in particular.”

HOW A SMALL GROUP OF ORANGE COUNTY 
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OF U.S. WOMEN’S SOCCER 
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ith a coaching career 
^ spanning almost half a 
century, Bobak is the 
sage of OC soccer. He 
began coaching in 1972, when he moved 
to California. His Brazilian roots gave 
him an edge, and Bobak’s perspective 
on the sport and how it’s played was 


instantly respected. “It was just AYSO 
[American Youth Soccer Organization],” 
he says. “People knew I was from Brazil 
and played the game. They wanted me to 
help coach their players.” 

Bobak coached club soccer at first 
and, in 1982, co-founded the Cal-South 
Olympic Development Program (ODP), 
which provided a place for gifted female 
soccer players in Southern California 
to compete against other technically 



refined and competitive teams. More 
important, however, it gave young girls a 
platform to explore the potential of their 
athletic aptitude. “I just wanted to give 
the girls an arena to exercise their God- 
given talent,” Bobak says. 

But Bobak went beyond that. His 
work in developing the ODP curricu¬ 
lum produced Foudy and Joy Fawcett, 
two Orange County soccer players who 
helped the United States win the first 
Women’s World Cup in 1991. His pro¬ 
gram initiated the relationship between 
local and professional soccer. 

As the current program director for 
the SoCal Blues soccer club, he contin¬ 
ues to provide an environment for girls 
to express and develop their talents. 
“There’s a whole family of us coaches 
in Orange County who are working 
together to create a place for world- 
class talent to develop,” says Bobak. 
“Our goal is to inspire them, as well as 
foster their passion.” 

Bobak names West Coast Futbol Club, 
Strikers FC and Slammers FC as some 
of the most important OC soccer clubs, 
given their track record in providing 
girls with an environment to evolve as 
players. The three clubs are responsible 
for a handful of national team players, 
showcasing the success of their club¬ 
wide soccer philosophy. But perhaps the 
most direct link between local and pro¬ 
fessional soccer is Rogers. His signature 
zen demeanor and soft-spoken approach 
to coaching guides and nurtures players 


in a way that kindles creativity within 
teams, making him one of the best 
coaches in the United States. 

With encouragement from Bobak, 
Rogers got involved in the Orange 
County girls’ soccer scene full-time in 
1995, when he became the director of 
Mission Viejo Soccer Club, which ’91 
World Cup winner Julie Foudy came 
from. “The team was very talented,” says 
Rogers. “But it was more than just win¬ 
ning; it was about developing the players 
in hopes to advance them to ODP.” 

Rogers’ central focus on the develop¬ 
ment of players has resulted in dozens 
of girls advancing to Division I col¬ 
legiate soccer and the pros. The smart, 
elegant soccer that Rogers instills in 
his players opens up a world of pos¬ 
sibilities for them, as many of them are 
scouted for ODP, university teams and 
national programs. 

Lake Forest soccer legend Amy Rodri¬ 
guez is a prime example. Although 
graced with athleticism and talent, with¬ 
out Rogers’ guidance, Rodriguez may 
never have pushed herself to receive 
multiple All-American awards and the 
Gatorade Player of the Year award at 
Santa Margarita Catholic High School 
(SMCHS). She broke records at USC, 
where she became one of the university’s 
leading goal scorers and led her team to 
an NCAA championship. Before graduat¬ 
ing from college, Rodriguez made the 
Olympic roster for the U.S. Women’s 
National Team in 2008; in Bejing,

she scored goals that were crucial for 
advancing to the finals and taking home 
the gold medal. 

“It is refreshing to know we have 
coaches the caliber of Abner Rog¬ 
ers involved in the development of 
women’s soccer—Southern California is 
truly fortunate to have him,” says Gar¬ 
rett Smith, the Division I women’s soc¬ 
cer coach at the University of Portland, 
praising Rogers. 

“It’s a very simple but difficult phi¬ 
losophy,” Rogers says, explaining his 
methodology. Aggressive play, prone 
to errors, can cost games in the short 
term, he adds, but it’s key to developing 
confidence and building team talent. “It 
gives them many more touches in the 
long term, allowing for growth. Devel¬ 
oping the players is more important 
than winning.” 

With growth comes knowledge, Rog¬ 
ers teaches his players. “Allowing play¬ 
ers the freedom to make those mistakes 
is critical in development,” he says. 

“If I screamed and yelled at the girls 
and told them where the ball should 
go, I would only produce robots. They 
wouldn’t be able to solve problems on 
their own.” 


efore the Women’s Profes- 
^ sional Soccer (WPS) league 
folded in 2010, Rogers 
coached the LA Sol and led 
them to the finals, adding to his impres¬ 
sive list of championship victories. His 
explosive roster included Brazilian 


superstar Marta da Silva and Redondo 
Beach-based Olympic gold medalist 
Shannon Boxx. Without Rogers’ influ¬ 
ence as a coach, it’s possible the United 
States would lack a lot of the talent it has 
on the professional level. Much more 
certain is the fact that, without him, 
Orange County wouldn’t yield nearly as 
many profoundly skilled female players. 

Beyond private teams, the county is 
home to some incredible high-school soc¬ 
cer programs, including that of SMCHS. 

Chuck Morales, the varsity soccer 
coach and head of SMCHS girls’ soccer 
program, has made it his mission to pro¬ 
vide an environment for players to thrive 
in. “Santa Margarita’s soccer program is 
different because it’s filled with student 
athletes who want to do well,” he says. 
“We just provide them with the right 
tools for success.” 

This year will be Morales’ 40th coach¬ 
ing in Orange County. His technique for 
helping players develop into the pow¬ 
erhouses they’re mean to be is slightly 
different from Rogers’ in that he begins 
by training girls on their individual ball 
skills, passing finesse and field position¬ 
ing long before they enter high school. 
“There are several really good trainers 
and coaches in Orange County, and we 
work at the grassroots level,” he says. 
“That’s what the federation and U.S. soc¬ 
cer and all of the soccer minds always 
say: If you’re going to get anywhere in 
the game, it has to start at the lowest 
level—it has to start with the youth.”

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Rodriguez’s onetime coach has given 
the girls within the OC soccer com¬ 
munity a platform in one of the most 
competitive prep leagues in the country:

back to their club teams well-trained 
and in shape. 

“I’ve offered my passion for the sport 
and a place for the girls to express their 
talents,” says Morales. “But it’s not just 
me. There are a lot of guys in Orange 
County who have done the same thing, 
are just as passionate and do a tremen¬ 
dous job at training girls the right way.” 

Morales cites both Bobak and West 
Coast FC’s Doug Swanson as two 
of OC’s best soccer coaches. “We’re 
as good as we are in Orange County 
because the girls always have the 
chance to compete against really, really 
great teams,” says Swanson. 

The weather 
doesn’t hurt, either. 

“Girls can train year- 
round here,” he adds. 

“With such a high 
population of young 
girls wanting to play 
and good weather, you 
have the makings for a 
hot spot.” 

Swanson credits 
his success to the fact 
that he develops tal¬ 
ent early and sticks 
with a core group of 
players over several 
years. “Last year, I 
had a team that won 
the under-16 National 
Championship,” he 
says. “And it was 
a validation of my 
developmental style 
of coaching because 
I’ve coached the core 
of that team since they 
were little.” 

One major concept 
these coaches have 
in common is that 
they’d rather lose a 
game playing funda¬ 
mentally sound and 


Powell has also provided girls with 
the opportunity to excel in ways that go 
beyond the field, helping numerous play¬ 
ers in Orange County get into top college 
programs. “I play a small, small part as 
a coach,” he says. “But I’ve helped so 
many girls get into college over the last 
10 years that it’s become a part of how I 
contribute to the game.” 

Witnessing the growth of his play¬ 
ers over the course of several years is 
the most rewarding aspect of his job, 
says Powell. “There are a ton of local 
girls from OC or who’ve played in OC 
who have gone on to play profession¬ 
ally,” he says. “Some of them have 







































even won national championships in 
the pro league.” 

Until recently, the options for women 
to play soccer outside of college were 
minimal. Many times, girls would lose 
the technique they worked hard to 
maintain. “The WPSL is a semi-pro 
league that has a couple of professional 
teams in it,” Powell says. “We all get our 
chance to play them, which is the best 
way to keep the competition high and 
maintain well-developed skill sets. It’s a 
good way to keep the college kids play¬ 
ing in the summers.” 

However, the past 15 years has been 
difficult for the sport. Since 2000, two 
professional soccer leagues have folded 
because of a lack of funding. Although a 
professional women’s soccer league does 
exist, California doesn’t have a team yet. 
But, Powell says, there’s talk about an 
Orange County-based team joining the 
league next season. “Hopefully, the third 
time’s the charm,” he says. “Right now, 
the closest place to Orange County to 
play professionally is Portland. The word 
on the street is that there may be a pro 
team next year here in Orange County. 
But we still need investors and commit¬ 
ments, so it’s still in the works, although 
it looks like it should happen.” 

Having a professional women’s soc¬ 
cer team based here would solidify the 
county’s reputation as a global epicenter 
for the growth of world-class female 
soccer players. It would also give young 
players a tangible, real-world example of 


what happens when you work your ass 
off. Although the United States Women’s 
National Team provides that example for 
youth players, there’s something to be 
said for watching a team of profession¬ 
als in person—and in your hometown. It 
makes it easier to become inspired and 
feel a connection to the game, which is 
exactly what coaches want in players— 
especially when they’re young. 

Across the United States, women’s 
soccer is changing rapidly. Since the ’91 


Women’s World Cup, female players on 
all levels of the game have developed 
technique and have grown to understand 
how to play with elegance. Although the 
U.S. traditionally tends to rely on athletic 
ability rather than skill when compared 
to other countries, the country has pro¬ 
gressed light years thanks to coaches 
such as Bobak, Rogers, Morales, Swan¬ 
son and Powell. 


With professional teams on the 
rise around the country, the future 
of the women’s game looks competi¬ 
tive, which is exactly what’s needed to 
remain on top. “The women’s game is 
evolving across the globe,” says Bobak. 
“We need to make sure that we stay up 
with the competition.” 

“The rest of the world is fast 
approaching in terms of technical abil¬ 
ity and tactical awareness,” Swanson 
argues. “You look at the European 


countries, like Germany and England, 
and it becomes evident how good the 
rest of the world is going to become.” 

f inishing practice with an 

^abdominal workout, Rogers’ 
players appear spent. Sweat 
pours off their brows, and 
steam, visible in the cold air and sta¬ 
dium lighting, rises from their heads. 


Several of the young girls yelp as Rogers 
encourages them to push through the 
fatigue, to build their mental tough¬ 
ness. As soon as Rogers relents, the girls 
release a unanimous sigh of relief and 
some of them immediately lie back on 
the grass. They take their last jog of the 
evening and collectively begin cool¬ 
down stretches. As they do this, Rogers 
gives them his feedback regarding the 
night’s training session. 

“What we want to focus on is spac¬ 
ing and angles,” Rogers says. “The 
more we play, the better we’ll be at 
judging when to dribble and when to 
pass the ball.” 

He quietly emphasizes the importance 
of tactics, awareness and playing a game 
of purposeful possession. “We move the 
ball around to try and find space,” he 
explains. His young Strikers switch from 
hamstring stretches to groin stretches to 
ankle rolls. “We need to focus on how we 
are going to utilize the space as a team in 
order to penetrate the defenders and go 
to goal.” 

The future stars of women’s soccer 
pack up and leave. Rogers remains 
on the field, chatting with another 
coach about the latest professional 
games he’s seen—a conversation 
that lasts a full 30 mintues. “It’s 
very rewarding to work hard,” Rog¬ 
ers says as he finally exits the field. 
“We’ve experienced this success by 
not cutting corners.”

Rachel Klemek’s Blackmarket Bakery is all grown up

I last reviewed Rachel Klemek’s Black- 
market Bakery in 2008, when it was 
in its infancy. I got lost trying to find 
it. I was told it occupied a small office 
space, tucked away in an anonymous Irvine 
industrial park. But there was no sign, and 
iPhones at the time weren’t equipped with 
GPS. Then, just as I was about to give up, 

I saw it: a Scion emblazoned on all sides 
with Blackmarket Bakery’s trademark 
“cake UFO” motif. I’d seen it zipping 
around OC before, but now—parked out 
front—it was acting as a big red X marking 
the spot. The car was Blackmarket’s sign¬ 
post to the world that there was, indeed, a 
made-from-scratch bakery by a Culinary 
Institute of America alum back here among 
the Dunder Mifflins. 

When I went inside, there was barely 
any room to turn around, and at regular 
intervals, the roar of landing planes bound 
for John Wayne Airport rattled the win¬ 
dows. But Klemek stocked the cramped 
space full of brownies, scones and cook¬ 
ies, and in the back, I saw her in an apron 
teaching baking classes. 

Cut to eight years later. Klemek has 
built her brand to become arguably OC’s 
most beloved homegrown bakery. Black¬ 
market Bakery is a respected fixture 
at farmers’ markets, and her two retail 
locations (in Costa Mesa and Santa Ana) 
have now become landmarks in and of 
themselves. The Santa Ana store, inside 
the Santora Building, is the newest and 
the one with the most potential. As you 
walk in, you immediately notice the bar 
counter with beer taps in front of antique 
wooden stools and ancient wrought iron. 
You see a banquette of seats to the right 
and a small merchandise section that’s 
still a work in progress compared to the 


Costa Mesa location. Already, there are 
packaged shortbreads, bags of meringues 
and hipster chocolate bars. 

But let’s face it: You’re not going to 
Blackmarket Bakery to buy overpriced 
chocolate. You go for the sandwiches— 
and maybe a chocolate hazelnut twist for 
dessert. Most people come during break¬ 
fast, with everyone trying to make the 11 
a.m. cut-off time to put in their order for 
Klemek’s Eggy Wiches. Though it may 
be her version of a drive-thru breakfast 
sandwich, fast-food McMuffins these are 
not. In fact, an order for an Eggy Wich can 
take as long as 15 minutes to prepare. Eggs 
are cracked to order onto Waring sand¬ 
wich presses that double as short-order 
griddles. And when cheese needs to be 
melted onto bread, Blackmarket’s kitchen 
staff employ their professional rotating 
bread ovens to do it. 

The effort is worth it. My favorite 
Blackmarket breakfast sandwich right 
now is the Bandera: two fried eggs 
crammed inside a pillow-soft brioche 
with pepper jack, cotija cheese, crumbled 
chorizo, warmed green chiles and just the 
right amount of pickled red onions. It’s the 
kind of breakfast sandwich that, for once, 
didn’t require the Tabasco or Sriracha I 
typically drown my Egg McMuffins in. 

The most substantial Eggy Wich 
Blackmarket makes is the Southern 
Comfort. Because of its popularity, the 
morning I ordered it, the kitchen ran 
out of the buttermilk biscuit with which 
it’s supposed to come. Instead, crackle- 
crusted slices of sourdough were substi¬ 
tuted, probably cutting the calorie count 
by half. Either way—with its excess of 
housemade gravy and a honking sausage 
patty as thick as a Counter Burger—it’s 


not intended to be eaten with your hands. 

For lunch, Klemek’s crew uses the 
Waring for its intended purpose. When 
I ordered the Gobbler—a griddled mon¬ 
strosity of bacon, turkey, Brie, apples, 
plumped cranberries and basil mayo under 
the Dutch Crunch bread—I watched as 
my sandwich assembler piled slice after 
slice of apple onto an already-teetering 
stack of fillings. That’s never going to hold, 
I thought. But I was wrong. The finished 
sandwich was nothing short of a miracle, 
with everything inside of it fused into a 
harmonious mass. If it’s not the best tur¬ 
key sandwich in OC, it’s certainly the best 
sandwich at Blackmarket. That’s not to say 
that the other turkey-based sandwiches, 
such as the Members Only and the Phoe¬ 
nix, aren’t good—but it’s the Gobbler you 
want. Or if you’re vegetarian, you can’t 
go wrong with any of the grilled cheeses 
made with the seeded sourdough, a rustic 
loaf textured as though a bran muffin. 

When you are ready for dessert, order a 
sundae, with one of Blackmarket’s cookies 
acting as a base to ice cream and scorched 
marshmallows. At least one sundae is 
sprinkled with bacon. The Santa Ana 
location also offers a “bar bites” menu 
that includes meatballs and mac and 
cheese you can nibble along with beer on 
weekend evenings—something I never 
would’ve imagined eight years ago in that 
Irvine office park. Then again, even Steve 
Jobs had to start in a garage.

S tart with its full name—not just 
Mexico Undo (Beautiful Mexico), but 
Mexico Undo... Y Que Rico (Beautiful 
Mexico... And How Delicious!). More 
than just a proclamation of the worth of 
its food, its also probably the best restau¬ 
rant pun in Orange County: Atake on the 
Jorge Negrete mariachi classic "Mexico 
Undo y Querido" ("Beautiful, Beloved 
Mexico"), the "God Bless America" of 
the country south of our border. That 
name is a signifier to Mexicans that here 
is a spotforthem and them alone,that 
Mexico Undo doesn't care if gabachos 
come in—it probably doesn't even expect 
them to because it's located in Stanton. 

Okay, it's technically in Anaheim, but this 
stretch of Magnolia Avenue ain't exactly 
the Champs-Elysees. But here is a well-lit 
spot, with neon trim on the large windows 
and Christmas lights on the roof year-round. 
Besides, the sight of a roaring fire heating 
up a spit of al pastor will comfort you. So 
will an armada of jugs filled with aguas 
frescas—horchata, tamarindo, strawberry, 
pineapple and so many more. Come night¬ 
fall, Mexico Undo's customers essentially 
ditch the rest of the menu to line up for the 
fresh al pastortacos and aguas frescas. It's 
the latest trend for Mexican restaurants in 
la naranja—anb Mexico Undo does it best. 

The tacos are as perfect as can be: 
large, juicy, fragrant, and accompanied by 
slices of cucumbers and jalapenos, as well 
as a swarm of pickled red onions (radishes, 
too, but rabanos belong on tacos the way 
Mexicans belong in the Trump campaign). 
The al pastor is tender and only the slightest 
bit crispy, the type you'd find at Tijuana's 
legendary Tacos El Franc—all that's missing 
is the avocado salsa. Instead, Mexico Undo 
mixes it up with a strong red. These are the 
type of tacos that you'll order, finish, order 
some more, finish, then get a third helping— 
the best complimentto a taco I have in my 
arsenal (and I can easily go for four trips). 

Mexico Undo's regular menu is a 
mishmash of Cal-Mex, chilango and even 
pozole verde, the Tierra Caliente spe¬ 
cialty that should become the next chila- 
quiles. But the nighttime taquiza is when 
Mexico Undo is on fire... jque rico!

Not the Neapolitan stylings 
of Ortica, the deep-dish wonders of Tony’s 
Little Italy nor the thin-crust marvel of A 
Slice of New York Pizza, but plain ol’ pizza 
from Pizza Boy in Anaheim. 

Pizza is by far my favorite of the three 
major American food groups (the oth¬ 
ers, of course, being hamburgers and hot 
dogs), and Pizza Boy makes what I’d say 
is the best regular pie in OC. It’s no-frills, 
the type the office gets en masse when the 
bosses want people to keep working.

Satan Yawns 

The Witch is creepy, beautiful—and a shrieking mess

A laugh comes at last just 

before the end credits of Rob¬ 
ert Eggers’ lit-class horror- 
bummer The Witch, a boast¬ 
ful note attesting to the documentary 
truthfulness of the dialogue in the movie 
we’ve just seen. 

We’ve just witnessed more than 90 
minutes that prove shriekiness is no 
impediment to ponderousness, focus¬ 
ing on the harrowing of a Puritan family 
cast out of a Plymouth-like settlement 
for not being precisely the right kind of 
pious. We’ve admired the effort put into 
the realization of a 1630 New England, 
the thatched-roof production design and 
the scratchy woolen shifts, and the way 
most shots’ stark boldness suggests 17th- 
century woodcuts. We’ve invested, per¬ 
haps, in the suffering of young Thomasin 
(Anya Taylor-Joy), unjustly accused—as 
all bonnet-wearing teens in movies must 
be—of witchcraft. 

We’ve maybe relished the occasional 
vision of mythic, pre-industrial terror: 
the hag fondling a baby, the goat whose 
teat spurts blood, the apple whose red has 
been made even more lurid with a coating 
of gore. And we’ve seen wholly unambigu¬ 
ous evidence that, in the reality of the 
film, there are witches in the woods, that 
Satan does have nothing better to do than 
to dick around with pioneers’ livestock. 


So, after all that, what sense does it 
make, just at the film’s end, to cloak its 
nonsense in the mantle of authenticity? 

For all its genuflections toward his¬ 
tory, The Witch offers the same cheapjack 
lesson field-trippers get when they visit 
tourist-trap museums in today’s Salem, 
Massachusetts. Every condemnation of 
witch-burning fools is matched by some 
shivery spookout, a promise that we’ll 
never know just what evil might have 
romped among the Massachusetts pines. 
The Witch purports, at times, to confront 
ignorance and hysteria, but in the end, 
for horror thrills, Eggers’ film sides with 
the preachers and executioners. It literal- 
izes the fevered horrors of our God-mad 
ancestors—and then brags that it’s all 
steeped in research. It’s as if, a couple of 
centuries from now, the latest holo-deck 
true-crime horror flick is a West Mem¬ 
phis Three story that wraps with the boys 
high-fiving Lucifer. 

The film’s a well-shot day-ruiner. 
There’s wonder in the early scenes at 
Eggers’ summation of what used to be the 
new world, but once that wears off, you’re 
in for much wailing, gnashing, writhing 
and tongue-speaking. The latter comes 
from a talented child actor named Har¬ 
vey Scrimshaw, who gets scored all over 
with fake wounds for his big possessed- 
by-the-devil number, something it was 


probably more edifying to act out than it 
is to watch. Rosemary’s Baby showed it’s 
possible to underplay the loss of a child to 
Satan, but the grownups here get pressed 
into risible shouting matches on the sub¬ 
ject. The story demands that Thomasin’s 
parents froth, so the quiet, careful work of 
the opening reels (and of Taylor-Joy as the 
traumatized daughter) gets sacrificed on 
the altar of devil drama. 

All the dour zealotry is enlivened by 
horror-movie elements that edge The 
Witch toward a welcome pulpiness—and 
greater honesty about what hokum the 
film actually is. The best: a pair of creepy 
toddler twins and a horned black goat 
who just might turn out to be exactly 
what you suspect it will. Mark Korven’s 
score boasts some unsettling choral work, 
plainchant diced into scarifying swirls, 
but there are also many moments when an 
orchestra seems to have been instructed 
to crescendo up a scale, the result of 
which gets blasted at us as we’re left to 
study white pines or the family in prayer. 

Taylor-Joy, as ripening teen Thoma¬ 
sin, fares the best of the cast, since she’s 
given more to play than simple fervency. 
We meet her in prayer, and both she and 
Eggers are good at emphasizing early 
American bible-mindedness, that over¬ 
riding fear of ecstasy or even pleasure. As 
the supernatural impinges on the isolated 


farm, snatching at the children, Thomasin 
loses her bedrock certainties: about her 
parents, about her role in the family, about 
the God whom she’s been taught would 
send unbaptized children to hell. In the 
best scenes, we feel a fear more resonant 
than that of Eggers’ black rams and nude 
hags. Here’s a young woman awakening 
to the world as it is, not as it has been 
preached to her, which isn’t just scary for 
her—that’s a nightmare for anyone whose 
power depends on thinking of herself as 
a sinner in the hands of an angry God. 
Eggers hints, at times, that her puberty 
and dawning awareness might fuel fears 
of witchery, but he’s more interested in 
satanic tableaux than in what his pretend 
history might suggest. 

The Witch doesn’t quite believe in God. 
But it absolutely believes in broomsticks, 
infant sacrifice, a shape-shifting deal- 
maker devil—and that realism demands 
audiences see the entrails of the animals 
killed by that devil. It’s wrong on all of 
these points, as witch stories so often are. 
But by aspiring to art-house seriousness 
and fact-sourced legitimacy, it’s even more 
wrong than most.

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Paint This Book 

Mike Stilkey’s delightfully odd career gets a great showing at the Great Park Gallery

broad blasts of color 
reminded me of early 
Matisse; sitting in a chair, the urbane 
dandy looks impassive, even tentative, 
while the brim of his expensive hat and 
the back of his chair cast satanic shadows 
on the wall behind him. A cadaverous 
man twinkles the ivories with fingers like 
long spiders in Playing the Horse Off the 
Piano, as tiny plump horses dance and 
frolic on the lid, one floating in the air on 
its back, about to plummet toward the 
floor. Equally delightful: Man Playing 
Horn for Kitty, Kitty Not Like It, a work 
that perfectly resembles its perfect title. 

Curators Megan Clarke and Kevin Stan- 
iec, tongue firmly placed in cheek, bridge 
the two galleries with an AFL-CIO docu¬ 
mentary on bookbinders and the 12-foot- 
wide-by-3-foot-high book painting Intel¬ 
lectuals and Society, a vision of ivory-tower 
types as equestrian riders jumping their 
fat, philosophical “horses” over fences. 

The dividing wall between them is 


covered with small stacks of a half-dozen 
books, each on separate shelves: one with 
a half-man, half-penguin creature walking 
Lilliputian green valleys ( Barlow Comes to 
Judgement, 2015); another of a woman 
in pseudo-Victorian clothes, walk¬ 
ing minute blue horses on strings, 
titled after one of the books it’s 
painted on; you can almost 
hear the WHOOSH CLUNK 
of the flying seat sailing 
through the air and connect¬ 
ing with a pensioner’s skull 
in the hilarious Old Man Get¬ 
ting Chair to the Head. 

References to animals are 
recurring themes: A man flips 
tiny horses into the air like 
surreal lucky pennies; a man 
ponders the airborne arc of 
flight taken by a handful of 
blue cats; there is an equine 
guitar player, mane slicked 
into spit curls. In Dynamic 
Psychology, a man clutches an 
empty bottle of alcohol, while 
the tiny-headed woman he 
loves (her voluminous pink 
dress resembles frothy cake 
icing made from cotton 
candy) gazes idly at a dog 
wearing a party hat. 

The elongated, often vio¬ 
lent, figures of Gorey come to 
mind when looking at Stilkey’s 
series of tiny books, with titles 
including The Treasure of Friendship, fea¬ 
turing ironic illustrations such as a man 
throwing a bottle at the head of another. 

In Framework for Uncertainty, a piano lid 
crushes a man’s head, red oozing from the 
corner while a friend watches, hand in 
pocket. An obese, fluffy lion wrecks ven¬ 
geance in The Last Whip, bitch-slapping 
the man about to strike him, their move¬ 
ment suggested by the whirlwinds of col¬ 
ored pencil swirling about them. 

My fallback to work appealing to kids 
and adults is to suggest that the artist 
make a children’s book from his art. Let 
me be bold and say... screw the kids this 
time. Stilkey is ours. It seems only appro¬ 
priate, considering Stilkey’s oeuvre, that 
an adult coloring book is what’s required. 

I have my box of Crayolas, and I’m eagerly 
awaiting the opportunity to color Clown 
Getting Punched By Polar Bear.

I hate people that write in books. 

LA artist Mike Stilkey is the 
kind of guy who writes in books. 

I don’t hate Mike Stilkey. 

In fact, I kind of love him. 

Let me clarify: He doesn’t 
actually write/paint in books. 

He writes/paints on them. 

Sometimes single volumes, with 
the front or back covers whim¬ 
sically decorated. Other times, 
wall-sized canvases of reclaimed 
hardcover books—best-selling 
writers such as Randy 
Shilts, Danielle Steel, James 
Michener, even Shakespeare, 
amid titles no one would rec¬ 
ognize—most of which look 
as if they were purchased 
en masse from Goodwill or 
weeded off the shelves of pub¬ 
lic libraries. Sans dust jackets 
(mostly), lying flat in stacks, the 
spine facing out, the books are 
beat up, scuffed, the cor¬ 
ners banged, some of the 
textblocks stamped with 
the name of a library or 
slashed with a thick black 
remainder mark. There 
are romances, populist 
fiction, male adventure 
and self-help ephem¬ 
era that people have 
stopped reading, previ¬ 
ously destined for the 
pulping machine, now 
rescued and given new life as 
works of art. 

In Orange County Great Park Gallery’s 
mid-career retrospective, “Anthology: 
Mike Stilkey,” the work is a delightfully 
odd combination of inspirations: anthro¬ 
pomorphized animals playing guitars or 
nattily dressed to resemble furry Oscar 
Wildes (Beyond Belief, 2015); the mor¬ 
bid black humor of Edward Gorey; sly 
backhands at family dysfunction; the flat, 
everyone-is-pale-and-looks-as-if-they- 
have-syphilis paintings of Weimar Ger¬ 
many. In the end, it’s a joyful thing that 
had me smiling the moment I walked into 
the first gallery, and then laughing out 
loud when I stepped into the second. 

If Veronica Lake had dark hair, she’d be 
a dead ringer for the first book painting: 
Black hair curling around her pale white 
face and red lips, scarf flowing onto the 
floor, The Lady of Arlington is a 9-foot- 
tall-by-7-foot-wide film-noir portrait 
that would look at home as the cover of 
a James Ellroy novel. It’s an impressive 
opening chapter, accompanied by three 
framed portraits: Today Is Good for Me’ s

Devin Mena of Laguna Tattoo 


A s the son of an artist, Devin 

Mena has been involved in art 
for as long as he can remember. 
As soon as he was old (and 
adequate) enough to make a career out of it, 
Mena began doing artwork for companies 
such as Starbucks and Bacardi. His work was 
featured in everything from advertisements 
to body-painted models, but well before that 
he had taken an interest in tattooing. 

“I was always drawing on myself with 
markers before I had any tattoos, so it looked 
like I had a different sleeve every day,” Mena 
says. “Someone asked me if I was the one 
doing all of this artwork for Bacardi and 
such, and when I first turned 18, she asked if 
I wanted an apprenticeship to tattoo.” 

The Riverside native’s apprenticeship 
lasted three years while he also tattooed 
out of his house. He started every morning 
at 4, working as a barista at Starbucks, and 
then would go straight to the tattoo shop 
to apprentice until 8 p.m. The 16-hour 
days didn’t leave much time for anything 
else, but it paid Mena’s bills through the 
late 2000s. “I was working my ass off, but 
I really wanted to learn to tattoo,” Mena 
says. “It was worth it for me.” 

Mena spent what little free time he had 
getting tattooed by the artists he most 
looked up to. That way, he could use the 
tips and tricks he learned from them on 
his friends, who he was tattooing out of his 
bedroom. When his apprenticeship ended, 
one of the tattooers who’d been mentoring 
him was opening up his own shop and gave 
Mena a chair to take care of the small tat¬ 
toos and walk-in traffic. 

“I didn’t know what the hell I was 
doing, but I’d do a little script or infinity 
signs or whatever on walk-ins until I got 
comfortable,” he says. “I would always get 
stomachaches before every appointment I 
had for the first year—I was so nervous.” 

After those first few rough years, Mena 
was given the opportunity he’d been seek-

ing. The owner of Laguna Tattoo was 
ready to offer him a part-time job so he 
could learn from those whom he consid¬ 
ered to be among the best around. (In the 
past, renowned tattoo artists including 
Lindsey Carmichael and Brother Greg 
have tattooed there.) While Mena’s style 
might not resemble theirs, he still respects 
the traditions and heritage they laid down 
for him, as well as the great reputation of 
the shop he calls home. 

“I really started to learn a lot more 
when I moved down here,” Mena says. 
“Tattooing in Riverside, no one was that 
good up there. It was mostly a bunch of 
tweakers who didn’t know what they 
were doing. The guys [at Laguna Tattoo] 
were really professional old-school guys, 
so I really learned a lot from them on the 
history and traditions you should know if 
you’re going to be a tattooer.” 

It’s those old-school traditions that 
allow Mena to tattoo in his own personal 
style without compromising the integrity 
of his work. “My style is super-girly,” he 
says. “I do a lot of flowers and fancy script 
and dainty single-needle tattoos. Like, 90 
percent of my clients are girls, and that’s 
fine with me because girls have better skin 
for tattooing. That dainty look, if you push 
too hard, it blows out, but if you don’t 
push hard enough, it won’t stay over time. 
I’m really picky about line work, so I don’t 
know what’s different, but it holds up.”

Bye-Bye, La Bodeguita 

A warehouse in Santa Ana set to be demolished once thrived with Chicano culture

F rom the outside, La Bodeguita 
in Santa Ana isn’t much to look 
at, with its rustic, industrial 
exterior framed by a big, metal¬ 
lic warehouse door. But inside, for the past 
seven years, it has been home to a vibrant 
underground scene of Chicano culture in 
OC. A portrait of Emiliano Zapata, Chicano 
art and activist posters hung from its walls, 
serving as a backdrop for gatherings of 
radical youth sharing food, music, politics 
and drinks. But now, La Bodeguita (“Little 
Warehouse” in Spanish) is fenced off, slated 
to be demolished next month to make way 
for an affordable-housing project. 

Surrounded by lofts, La Bodeguita 
made its home near the train station, 
nestled in a corner of Santa Ana’s historic 
Logan Barrio. The industrial space at 927 
N. Santiago St. played host to countless 
music shows, poetry readings, political 
fundraisers and sonjarocho fandangos 
that strummed deep into the night. It 
became an unofficial satellite spot for El 
Centro Cultural de Mexico, Santa Ana’s 
longtime community space. “Over the 
course of several years, we saw all kinds 
of events there, from [Puerto Rican] bom- 
bazos to [Mexican] fandangos ... to bom- 
bazo fandangos,” says El Centro volunteer 
Luis Sarmiento with a laugh. 

The dusty strip of warehouse spaces 
beneath the shadow of the iconic Santa 
Ana water tower might seem an unlikely 
place for culture to thrive, but even before 
La Bodeguita blossomed, artists took 
up residency there. Mexican rock group 
Enjambre used one as its rehearsal space 
while crafting El Segando Es Felino, their 
Latin American major-label debut. (Mem¬ 
bers of the band lived in OC at the time.) 

When SolArt Gallery & Cafe moved 
from a nearby building on Santa Ana 
Boulevard in 2008, artists Sali Heraldez 
and Carla Zarate converted a spot on the 
Santiago strip into a studio and launched 
SolArt Radio. They encouraged their 
friend Carolina Sarmiento (Luis’ sister) 
to do the same when she needed to find 
a place to live. With the help of my truck, 
Carolina moved in couches and a bar 
on loan from SolArt Gallery & Cafe in 
January 2009. La Bodeguita, as her place 
became commonly known, invited in the 
larger community by hosting its first fan¬ 
dango the following month. 

“Literally, there was no other place to 
do a fandango in Santa Ana,” Carolina 
reminisces. “The reason is that a fandango 
isn’t a programmed event and they take 
place in public spaces lasting the whole 
night.” Central to sonjarocho, fandangos 
allow jaraneros to gather and play in an 
informal party setting. A wooden box, 


known as a tarima, laid at the center of 
the room, with dancers rhythmically 
stomping atop it while being surrounded 
by a circle of people strumming their 
jaranas. “In the fandangos, we play tradi¬ 
tional sones,” Luis says. “On top of that, 
there’s all kinds of different improvisation 
through the music and poetry.” 

With furniture makers and a tool shed 
counting themselves as La Bodeguita’s 
neighbors, fandangos never invited any 
noise complaints and became the heart 
and soul of the space. They drew in LA 
Chicano all-stars including Martha Gon¬ 
zalez and Quetzal Flores of the East LA 
group Quetzal; rapper Maya Jupiter; and 
La Marisoul, singer for Grammy-award 
winners La Santa Cecilia. In the beginning, 
cultural events stayed deeply underground, 
with information passed only through 
word of mouth. Any Facebook promotion 
merely mentioned “La Bodeguita” without 
giving the address to the spot. 

Though fandangos remained at the core 
of La Bodeguita, the space hosted many 
other events with notable guests and 
performers. Mare, a rapper from Oaxaca, 
delivered her feminist anthems in the inti¬ 
mate setting. Local hip-hop acts such as 
Salvajes, Sacred Blasphemy, Cham Kerem 
and Scott Keltic Knot all rocked the mic 
at La Bodeguita. Grammy-nominated 
Chilean rapper Ana Tijoux hung out there 
after delivering a parking-lot concert at El 
Centro. Beyond hip-hop, the hub staged 
countless shows for local cumbia, punk 
and reggae bands. 

Intertwining culture and politics, La 
Bodeguita also housed activist meetings 
at which ideals for a better city and world 
were outlined on butcher paper. Its most 


critical moment came when El Centro was 
evicted from the Knights of Pythias build¬ 
ing in the heat of downtown Santa Ana’s 
gentrification battles in 2011; La Bodeguita 
became the emergency space for El Centro 
volunteer meetings and classes, the lifeblood 
of the organization. 

In better times, Radio Santa Ana, 
another project of El Centro, outlined its 
plans for a low-power FM station at the 
space. Orange County Immigrant Youth 
United held a pozolada fundraiser in 
2013 for its work at La Bodeguita. Raiz, 
a deportation-fighting grassroots group, 
organized its campaigns from inside the 
warehouse walls. 

The Chicano community continued on 
at La Bodeguita even after Carolina moved 
in 2014 to work as a professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin-Madison. “Everybody 
chipped in for rent and electricity,” Caro¬ 
lina says. “I didn’t see it as a transition.” 

But one loomed on the horizon even 
before she left. C&C Development 
acquired the property and notified tenants 
in 2014 of its plans to build affordable- 
housing units on the plot. “That’s when 
the first relocation agent came and 
knocked on our door,” she recalls. 

C&C Development is poised to demol¬ 
ish the warehouses in March, beginning 
the proposed 16-month-long process 
of building the Depot at Santiago. The 
70-unit mixed-use affordable-housing 
development will feature a first floor 
of retail space, with new tenants lining 
up—only El Centro won’t be among them. 
The Wooden Floor, a Santa Ana dance 
nonprofit, will have a branch location 
at the Depot. There will be more room 
for the arts, C&C Development insists.

“We’ve been talking to Victor Payan and 
his wife [Sandra “Pocha” Pena Sarmiento] 
for over a year now,” says Barry Cottle, 
C&C Development co-owner, referring to 
a member of the Santa Ana Arts & Culture 
Commission and her husband. “What 
we’re talking about doing is having a 
space for them to have a small gallery and 
office. They’re excited, and we’re excited 
about it.” 

Unlike the contentious eviction of El 
Centro in 2011, the Sarmientos and other 
activists aren’t planning to fight for La 
Bodeguita. “I’ve spoken to some of the 
folks in the neighborhood, right there in 
Logan, and they’re in favor of the project,” 
Luis reports. “Personally, I think the acces¬ 
sibility of the affordable housing could 
be much greater.” But that’s the extent 
of the displacement disagreement. The 
developer cut a check for moving fees and 
promises help with re-establishment fees. 
“When they find a place, there’s a second 
round of money to help them re-establish 
in their new space,” Cottle says. “They 
have 12 months to find that new place.” 

The last fandango at La Bodeguita 
took place on Feb. 5. Two other final 
events followed, both uncharacteristically 
greeted by Santa Ana police. Luis moved 
everything out last week and is looking for 
a new place to continue its underground 
cultural mission. Until then, the space 
belongs to memory. 

“It represents a specific moment in 
time when folks were trying to build 
something on their own and created 
something beautiful,” Carolina says. “I 
hope it doesn’t end here, but I don’t know 
what’s going to happen.”

Perennial Punks 


Two decades after Die for the Government, 
Anti-Flag’s message is, sadly, as relevant as ever

D uring the past two decades, no 
band has been quite as politi¬ 
cally charged as Anti-Flag. The 
four punks from Pittsburgh 
have voiced their opinions on nearly every 
political issue and social injustice of the 
past handful of presidential terms, and 
they’re not about to stop just yet. 

Anti-Flag’s debut album, Die for the 
Government, turns 20 this year, while one 
of their more popular efforts, For Blood 
and Empire, turns 10. In celebration, the 
band are going on a tour for both albums, 
as well as last year’s American Spring, stop¬ 
ping at the Observatory on Feb. 25 for a 
punk-rock night that’ll never be repeated. 

“We’re very proud of American Spring ,” 
says drummer Pat Thetic. “We’re taking 
all three records and putting together a 
set instead of just playing one straight 
through. I think when you just play an 
album, you can get trapped in the time 
period of that album. Also, it’s more fun 
for us to make a set from all three.” 

Of course, just because Anti-Flag love 
their new material doesn’t mean they 
think any less of their older stuff. Outside 
of The Terror State (which they honored 
with an entire album tour in 2014), Die for 
the Government and For Blood and Empire 
are likely Anti-Flag’s two biggest releases. 
Actually, there might not be an Anti-Flag 
now if it weren’t for Die for the Govern¬ 
ment and the experience of recording it in 
“a guy’s house, with the mic cables running 
up the laundry chute into his bedroom.” 

Thetic continues, “I still remember 
[recording Die for the Government] well. 

It means a lot to me, both as a guy who 
played it and as a guy who listened to it. 
Sadly, it’s still just as relevant as ever. The 
details of the problems change, but the 
fear-mongering stays the same.” 

That’s what makes Anti-Flag just as 
powerful all these years later. With Ameri¬ 


cans at the peak of their four-year cycle of 
political interest, Anti-Flag are as relevant 
as ever. The names and faces have changed, 
but how many other political records from 
the mid-’90s still hold true today—particu¬ 
larly in an election year? Naturally, a good 
portion of the band’s career was spent 
hating on the Bush family, but the GOP is 
more like shooting conservative fish in a 
barrel for the Pittsburgh punks these days. 

“[The primary race] is a clown show,” 
Thetic says. “The Republicans are a mess, 
and it’s just amazing to watch intelligent 
people try to rationalize their ridiculous 
positions on topics such as immigration 
and abortion rights.” 

But because dissent alone doesn’t always 
invoke much change, there is one candi¬ 
date the band backs. “Bernie [Sanders] says 
a lot of things that make a lot of sense, but 
history shows that the person who makes 
the most sense doesn’t always get into 
office,” Thetic says. “Hopefully, he gets the 
votes he needs to make that happen.” 

Regardless of who wins the election, 
there are almost certainly still going to be 
political and social issues for Anti-Flag to 
write songs about—even if they have to 
focus more on the international scene. As 
the founding drummer sees it, “it’s both 
good and bad that [the records] are still 
relevant” 20 years later. “The fact that 
we’re still a band is amazing,” Thetic says. 
“When we started, we weren’t sure we 
would be a band for more than two weeks. 
It’s pretty awesome to still be together 
over two decades later.”

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Ringin’ Reinvention 

P art Sleater-Kinney, part doo-wop dark-arts 
coven, Santa Ana's Bellhaunts are no strang¬ 
ers to the art of angst, tragedy and, ultimately, 
reinvention. After six years of hard work, lineup 
and aesthetic changes, loss, and soul searching, 
they are celebrating the independent release of 
their highly anticipated full-length Bad Wolf It's a 
gritty, bittersweet collection of both fantastic and 
personal-underdog anthems worth rooting for. 

The current foursome officially formed in 
2012 after a drunken spat ended with the original 
Bellhaunts bass player quitting before a show. "I 
went inside to inform the drummer, and he let me 
know he would be leaving, too," remembers front 
woman Adrienne Santellan. Current Bellhaunts 
bassist/co-vocalist Ritchie Sandoval happened 
to be in the crowd that night and agreed to join 
the new lineup. Santellan called current drummer 
(then-Street Spirit front woman) Redd Astran the 
next day with a hunch that the combination of 
these new additions, along with Santellan's baby 
brother, Josh, could "push the band away from the 
country/garage/punk sound Bellhaunts had started 
out with and forward into the pop/punk/indie- 
tinged sound" Santellan hoped to capture before 
the untimely implosion of their original incarnation. 

Bellhaunts are somewhat of a Santa Ana 
super-group with decades of indie-punk experi¬ 
ence between them. Inspired by her uncle, Astran 
started drumming as a young girl, eventually 
playing in local staples such as Mystery Hangup 
and Street Spirit. The Santellans have been head¬ 
ing up bands, writing and playing music together 
for more than 15 years. "We have a psychic 
sibling bond that allows us to communicate 
progressions, melodies and harmonies through 
aural osmosis, just like Ann and Nancy Wilson of 
Heart," says Josh, who begrudgingly picked up 
a guitar as a kid after Adrienne made him learn 
the unlikely pairing of Social Distortion's "Story of 
My Life" and Heavens to Betsy's "Axemen." The 
two met Sandoval while playing with Slow, one of 
a few long-running riot grrrl-inspired acts in the 
post-9/11 Orange County music community. 

Since 2012, the Bellhaunts' change in direction 
has been well-received by local and out-of-town 
audiences, leaving fans hanging in anticipation as 
they spent nearly two years working out the kinks 
for Bad Wolf. Their new music is inspired by both 
formative punk and feminist Northwest bands 
and pop/punk and grunge acts such as RVIVR,

the Thermals and Dinosaur Jr. "I really wanted 
to be able to write a three-chord song that was 
visceral, had snotty vocals and sounded earnest," 
says Adrienne, reflecting on their writing process. 

For Sandoval, "[Bad Wolf] is a reflection 
of change." 

In the midst of writing new material, Bell¬ 
haunts members lost people close to them 
and experienced personal tragedies, which is 
reflected musically and lyrically in the album's 
diverse offerings. Uncertainty was a major 
underlying theme. "I think everyone has that 
moment when you're not quite sure if you're 
where you should be," says Sandoval. 

Bad Wolf's track list is every bit as cohesive as 
it is chaotic, moving the listener between dreamy 
post-punk, bright indie/pop, brooding grunge and 
even melancholy-yet-energized pop/punk. Josh's 
reverb-drenched, metal-infused signature leads 
and Astran's Gene Krupa-meets-Questlove drum¬ 
ming style have become hallmarks of the Bellhaunts 
sound, shaping and shifting the music just as much 
as the dynamic vocals of Santellan and Sandoval. 
Since the band is composed of comic-book enthu¬ 
siasts, the tape cover features original artwork by 
local zinester Melina Mena, inspired by Adrian 
Tomine's Optic Nerve graphic novel Sleepwalk, 
intentionally modeling a moment of uncertainty. 

But even in the midst of anxiety and murki¬ 
ness, Bellhaunts have no intention of slowing 
down. "Loss, angst, wompiness, stagnation, 
dumpster babies, Doctor Who —we're dealing 
with the trappings of adulthood," says Adrienne. 
"Nothing panned out like we thought it would. 
We've learned to find hope in the trash can that 
is our lives, [our] songs are indicative of that." 

Oh, and if you're wondering about those 
estranged Bellhaunts, everyone lived happily 
ever after. "We still get along," says Adrienne. 
"We're just older and sleepier."
